(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 11, 14-20, 22-23, 31-34, 36, 44-46 and 50-53 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO '128. 

WO '128 discloses polymeric compositions comprising polycarbonate, 
polyphenylene oxide and rubber modified polystyrene and methods of molding which 
result in molded articles with gloss values such as claimed instantly. For the purposes of 
this rejection, the examiner considers the gloss value of 32 for composition E-18B on 
page 52 of the reference to be "about 30" as recited in instant claim 4, for example. 
Further, melt and mold temperatures such as claimed in the rejected claims are taughtat 
page 39. 

Therefore the reference anticipates the rejected claims. 

Claims 6, 8-10, 12-13, 21, 35 and 47-49 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 24-30 and 37-43 are allowed.
